Leaner, Cheaper Military Planned 


New defense strategy 
focuses more on 
Asia, cyberwarfare 


Washington 

Looking beyond the wars he inher- 
ited, President Obama on Thursday 
launched a reshaping and shrink- 
ing of the military. He vowed to 
preserve U.S. pre-eminence even 
as the Army and Marine Corps 
shed troops and the administra- 
tion considers reducing its arse- 
nal of nuclear weapons. 

The changes won’t come with- 
out risk, Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta said. But he called it 
acceptable and, because of bud- 
get restraints, inevitable. 

The new strategy strongly sug- 
gests a reduced U.S. military pres- 
ence in Europe, notwithstanding 
a continuing close relationship 
with NATO, and says Asia will be 
a bigger priority. It also empha-

An Election Year Tactic

sizes improving U.S. capabilities 
in the areas of cyberwarfare, mis- 
sile defense, intelligence, surveil- 
lance and reconnaissance. 

In a presentation at the Penta- 
gon, Obama said the U.S. is “turn- 
ing a page” after having killed 
Osama bin Laden, withdrawn 
troops from Iraq and begun to wind 
down the war in Afghanistan. He 
outiined a vision for the future that 
some Republican lawmakers quick- 
ly dubbed wrong-headed. 

“Our military will be leaner, but 
the world must know the United 
States is going to maintain our mil- 
itary superiority,” Obama said. 

The strategy review is intended 
to guide decisions on cutting hun- 
dreds of billions from Pentagon 
spending over the coming decade.

U.S. Proposes Regulating 
Face, Hand li'anplants 


Washington 

The Health Resources Services 
Administration wants to start regu- 
lating face and hand transplants just 
as other organ transplants are, with 
waiting lists, a nationwide system to 
match body parts and donor testing 
to prevent deadly infections. 

It’s a big step toward expand- 
ing access to these radical opera- 
tions, especially for wounded troops 
returning home. A dozen hospitals 
already do face or hand transplants, 
and more are preparing to offer the 
operations. More than 1,000 troops 
have lost an arm or leg in Afghan- 
istan or Iraq, and the government 
estimates that 200 troops might be 
eligible for face transplants. 

The agency has proposed new 
rules that expand the regulation of 
transplants to include faces, hands 
and other body parts.

For GOP, No Obvious Pick 


Conservative leaders 
urgently seek united 
front on eandidate 

Washington 

Prominent conservative leaders 
want their rank and file to quick- 
ly get behind a single presidential 
candidate, fearful that persistent 
splits will help Mitt Romney win 
the Republican nomination. 

The former Massachusetts gov- 
ernor narrowly won the Iowa cau- 
cuses when conservative voters 
divided their support among sever- 
al challengers, and the worry is that 
the same thing will happen in South 
Carolina, Florida and beyond if Rick 
Santorum, Newt Gingrich and Rick 
Perry all stay in the race. 

“Conservatives are still divided 
among a number of different candi- 
dates, but the field is winnowing,” 


said former Republican presiden- 
tial candidate Gary Bauer. And he 
said: “I certainly think that Senator 
Santorum is in a good position to 
inherit a lot of that support.” 

In the afterglow of Santorum’s 
loss to Romney in Iowa, leaders on 
the right who have been scarcely 
engaged in the rollicking Repub- 
lican contest began buzzing about 
the prospect of endorsing the for- 
mer Pennsylvania senator with the 


solid conservative credentials — or 
someone else such as Gingrich who 
has deep conservative roots. 

To discuss howto proceed, some 
of those leaders have set up meet- 
ings from Washington to Texas 
before the Jan. 21 South Caroli- 
na primary. That vote could prove 
pivotal, given that the Republicans 
who have won the state for decades 
have become the party’s nominees.

Sectarian Attacks Rattle Iraq 


Bomb blasts leave 
78 dead as a Shiite 
holiday approaches 

Baghdad 

An apparently coordinated wave of 
bombings targeting Shiite Muslims 
killed at least 78 people in Iraq on 
Thursday, the second large-scale 
assault by militants since U.S. forc- 
es pulled out last month. 

The attacks, which bore the 
hallmarks of Sunni insurgents, 
come ahead of a Shiite holy day 
that draws hundreds of thousands 


of pilgrims from across Iraq, rais- 
ing fears of a deepening of sectar- 
ian bloodshed. Sunni-Shiite rifts 
just a few years ago pushed Iraq 
to the brink of civil war. 

The bombings in Baghdad and 
outside the southern city of Nasiri- 
yah appeared to be the deadliest 
in Iraq in more than a year and 
occurred at a particularly unstable 
time for Iraq’s fledgling democracy. 
A broad-based unity government 
designed to include the country’s 
main factions is mired in a polit- 
ical crisis pitting politicians from 
the Shiite majority now in power 
against the Sunni minority. 


Backstory 

Attacks in Iraq on Wednesday 

targeted officials in Baqouba and 
Abu Ghraib, killing four people, of- 
ficials said. Two weeks earlier, mili- 
tants killed at least 69 people as 
a wave of bombs ripped through 
mostly Shiite neighborhoods in 
Baghdad. An al-Qaeda front group in 
Iraq claimed responsibility, (ap) 


The attacks began during Bagh- 
dad’s morning rush hour when 
explosions hit the capital’s largest 
Shiite neighborhood and a district 


that contains a Shiite shrine, killing 
at least 30 people, police said. 

Hours later, a suicide attack hit 
pilgrims heading to the Shiite holy 
city of Karbala, killing 48, police 
said. The explosions took place 
near Nasiriyah, about 200 miles 
southeast of Baghdad. 

The blasts occurred ahead of 
Arbaeen, a holy day that marks the 
end of 40 days of mourning after 
the anniversary of the death of a 
revered Shiite figure. 

A Baghdad military spokes- 
man said it was too early to say 
who was behind the bombings.

Defiant Free Press Rises in Syria 

Hostile Environment 

Few foreign journalists were granted vi- 
sas by the Syrian government in 2011, even 
after an Arab League deal was brokered in 
November to allow international media into 
the country. Syria ranked as the 173rd worst— 
out of 178 — in the Reporters Without Borders 
group’s most recent index of press freedom, 
even before the crackdown on protesters began in March. Journalists docu- 
menting the uprising are prime targets of the Syrian forces, said Mohamed Ab- 
del Dayem of the Committee to Protect Journalists in New York, (twp)

In the wake of a nine-month upris- 
ing, Syrian authorities are exerting 
ever-tighter control over the media, 
routinely censoring and detaining 
reporters, bloggers and photojour- 
nalists.

The magazines and journals,

And, analysts say, they represent 
a huge shift in the country.

League monitors, as well as discus- 
sions of literature. 

“We started this project main- 
ly to establish the free press in our 
country,” said Jandali, a 28-year-old 
Syrian living in Saudi Arabia. 

Another publication, Hurriyat, 
or Freedoms, includes analysis of 
the opposition and poetic reflec- 
tions on life since protests began. 

The editors of Syria Wants Free- 
dom and Hurriyat say colleagues 
are secretly printing copies of the 
newspapers and leaving them in 
Damascus, Aleppo and Homs.

If I could whistle, that's probably what I would have 
been doing Tuesday morning when I swiped my 
SmarTrip card and noticed my January SmartBen- 
efits had magically loaded on their own. But other 
folks I ran into were making much sadder noises. 


At Farragut North, a woman was 
agitatedly explaining to a Metro 
employee that she had tried to add 
her monthly SmartBenefits at sev- 
eral Farecard & Pass machines, but 
they kept telling her “transaction 
canceled ” And the money she had 
last year was missing! A guy came 
over and started complaining about 
the same problem. Although it was 
barely the end of rush hour, the 
saintly WMATA worker attempt- 
ing to explain the situation was 
running out of steam. “It’s been a 
day,” she told me. 

Apparently, this scene played 


out across the Metro system during 
the Great SmartBenefits Freak-Out 
of 2012. There were angry Twitter 
postings about Metro messing up 
— shocker! — and reports that the 
customer service line was complete- 
ly swamped. Several of my co-work- 
ers stormed into the office stewing 
about their commutes. 

But, as I hope everyone’s fig- 
ured out by now, it was all just a 
misunderstanding. The SmartBen- 
efits transactions were canceled 
because the money was already 
on the card (hence, my desire to 
whistle). And the old money wasn’t 


missing — it was hiding. To com- 
ply with IRS rules, starting Jan. 1, 
WMATA divided riders’ accounts 
into three “purses.” There’s one 
with your transit benefits, anoth- 
er with your parking benefits and 
a third for your per- 
sonal stored value 
(and what you had 
on your account 
at the end of the 
year). The amount 
you see at the fare 
gates is just what’s 
left of your transit 
benefits. 

There’s nothing sinister about 
this new arrangement, but the 
switchover could have been handled 
more smoothly. Even Ben Schumin, 
a 30-year-old self-described “Metro 
nerd,” was thwarted when he tried 
adding his SmartBenefits at Glen- 
mont and Dupont, and didn’t real- 
ize why until he arrived at work. “I 
got the emails [from WMATA] about 
the changes, but I never read them,” 
he admits. I have a few friends who 
claimed they never got the message 
at all. It might have helped if Metro 
had posted signs explaining the new 
policies this past week. 

And I still don’t understand 
why the purse system precludes 
us from having fare gates that 
show you the combined amount in 
your transit and personal purses. 
That number would make it eas- 
ier to know when you really need 
to add cash, especially if you’re a 
bus commuter who has to go out 
of your way to do it. There’s also 
a quirk in the system that affects 
Baltimore residents like me. We can 
use our SmarTrip cards on Charm 
City’s subway, buses and light rail, 
but the money comes out of our 
personal stored value purse rath- 
er than our transit benefits. 

I’m not saying that SmarTrip 
cards and SmartBenefits are stu- 
pid. But they could stand to study 
a little harder. 




Missing Link: Have you been taking Metro all week but have yet to see your 
SmartBenefits? And did you never receive any emails about the auto-load chang- 
es? I might know why. This happened to several Express staffers who hadn’t regis- 
tered their cards at Smartrip.com. Although you could get benefits in the old days 
without signing up, you can’t anymore, so it’s time to hand over your info. Besides, if 
you lose or break your card, you’ll be able to claim your cash. v.h.

Gray Urges Thomas to Resign 


Mayor, council chair 
expect official to step 
down amid eharges 

Washington 

D.C. Council member Harry 
Thomas Jr. was charged with 
embezzling more than $300,000 
in city funds and filing a false tax 
return, according to court papers 
filed Thursday in the District’s 
federal court. 

The charges came in a “crimi- 
nal information,” a type of charg- 
ing document that can only be filed 
with the defendant’s consent and 
generally signals that a plea deal 


has been reached. 

A plea hearing in Thomas’ 
case was set for 11:15 a.m. Friday 
before U.S. District Judge John D. 
Bates, according to a court dock- 
et entry. 

Federal prosecutors and Thom- 
as’ attorney spent the last few days 
negotiating an agreement in the 
case. Thomas’ resignation has been 
a key part of those talks. 

In a statement Thursday, Mayor 
Vincent C. Gray, a Democrat, urged 
Thomas to resign, while Coun- 
cil Chairman Kwame R. Brown, 
a Democrat, told colleagues early 
Thursday that he was expecting 
Thomas to step down. 

“I urge council member Thom-

as to resign and focus his time and 
efforts on defending himself in 
court,” Gray said. “While every- 
one is presumed innocent until 


proven otherwise, those who vio- 
late the public’s trust must be held 
accountable for their actions.” 

In an interview Thursday after- 
noon, Brown said he has not spo- 
ken to Thomas since before Christ- 
mas but fully expects him to leave 
the panel. 

“I’m very clear: I expect his 
resignation and I expect it soon,” 
Brown said. Brown added he’s 
given no consideration to the pos- 
sibility that Thomas will try to 
remain in office until the conclu- 
sion of the judicial process. “I just 
think it’s time to move forward,” 
said Brown, who did not have any 
immediate plans to reach out to 
Thomas, (the Washington post)

Bake the booze right into your pies 
and cupcakes for aduLts-onLy treats 

Brooke Stem and Leslie Feinberg were just 
two 20-something victims of the recession when they 
starting hitting the bottle to make a living. Siem — a 
trained pastry chef working in kitchens across New 
York City — and Feinberg — a bartender and mixologist 
— decided to combine their passions for booze and 
baked goods in a decadent way. But unlike bakers who 
use liquors just for flavor — effectively diffusing the 
intoxicating effects of alcohol in a 350-degree oven — 
the pair wanted to make more potent treats. 


That’s why their kid-unfriendly 
cupcake catering business, aptly 
named Prohibition Bakery (646- 
454-9970, Prohibitionbakery.com), 
specializes in a loaded version of 
New York’s perennial favorite des- 
sert: cupcakes featuring liquors 
— gin, scotch, Baileys — in their 
gooey centers. 

Siem and Feinberg call the mini- 
sweets “shotcakes” or “cuptails.” 
Since the liquor (or beer, in the 
case of the popular brewski-pret- 
zel concoction) is whipped into the 
icing or injected as filling, snarf- 
ing a half dozen of these cakelets 
could get you buzzed. 

“We want the cupcakes to be for 
adults,” Siem says. “The flavors are 
very sophisticated — not just vanil- 
la and chocolate. They’re modeled 
accurately after the ingredients in 
the cocktail.” 


Combining booze and baked 
goods isn’t a new concept. (Think 
Grandma’s uber-tipsy rum bundt 
cake or a Kentucky-style choco- 
late-bourbon pecan pie.) It’s an 
idea that’s usually driven by fla- 
vor, not a desire to party. 

“It’s about enhancing flavors, 
like bringing out the taste of orange 
with Cointreau or chocolate with 
rum,” says retired pastry chef Val- 
erie Lifhack, who works at Old 
Town baking supply store La Cui- 
sine (323 Cameron St., Alexandria; 
703-836-4435). 

Any hooch that tastes good in 
a glass would also work well in a 
dessert — and sometimes, baking 
a high-proof liquid into a dish can 
temper its bite. “I’m not a huge fan 
of bourbons and brandies to drink, 
but the rich flavors go really well 
in pie,” says Connecticut bakery

Stuart adds brandy and 
bourbon to fruit, nut or even choc- 
olate pies. And since her desserts 
are baked, which evaporates most 
of the alcohol, the added oomph 
won’t make anyone drunk. 

Indeed, it’s the choice of whether 
to let alcohol burn off in a 300-plus- 
degree oven — or whether to douse 
your dessert with a boozy, unbaked 
icing, glaze or filling — that deter- 
mines whether a sweet goes on 
the kids’ table or on an adults- 
only menu.

Leah Daniels, owner of Hill’s 
Kitchen (713 D St. SE; 202-543- 
1997), likes her treats on the huzzy 
side. “I add alcohol — rum, Kahlua 
— to frosting,” she says. “I use it like 
you would vaniUa or almond extract. 
I think you taste it more.” 

Cakes, pies and cookies are all 
ripe for spiking. “I love the flavor 
alcohol brings to macaroons,” says 
Winnette McIntosh Ambrose, co- 
owner of and baker at Capitol Hill’s 
the Sweet Lobby (404 8th St. SE; 
202-544-2404), who amps up the 
traditional cookies with infusions 
of brandy or champagne filling. “I 
don’t want the alcohol to bake off — 
I want it to ooze out. (Sweet Lobby 
also sells special-order cupcakes in 
flavors such as pina colada, limon- 
cello-lemon zest and Boston creme 
dressed up with Irish whiskey.)

» 1 1/4 cups dark corn syrup 
» 1/2 tablespoon pure vanilla 
extract 

» 1 tablespoon bourbon 
» 5 tablespoons unsalted 
butter, melted and warm 
» 1 1/2 cups chopped pecans 
» 3/4 cup semisweet chocolate 
chips 


Make It 

Preheat the oven to 350 F. 

To prepare the pie shell: On a 
clean, lightly floured work surface, 
roll out half a ball of dough with a 
rolling pin until it fornns a 10-inch 
circle. Wrap the rennaining half of 
dough tightly in plastic wrap and 
reserve it in the refrigerator for fu- 
ture use for up to five days. Fold the 
circle in half, place it in a 9-inch pie 
plate so that the edges of the circle 
drop over the rinn, and unfold the 
dough to connpletely cover the pie 
plate. Using yourthunnb and index 
finger, crinnp the edges of the pie 
shell. Brush the edges of the shell 
with heavy creann to create a golden 
brown finish. Set the pie shell to the 
side while you nnake the filling. 

To prepare the filling, using an 
electric nnixer on nnediunn speed, nnix 
together the eggs, sugar, corn syrup, 
vanilla and bourbon. Scrape the sides 
and bottonn of the bowl at least two 
times while mixing. Add the warm 
melted butter and mix well. In a sepa- 
rate bowl, combine the pecans and 
chocolate chips. Sprinkle the pecan- 
chocolate chip mixture across the 
bottom of the pie shell. Pour the fill- 
ing over the nuts and chips, covering 
them completely. 

To bake, place the pie plate on 
a baking sheet and bake for 40 to 
45 minutes, or until the pie is firm. 
The edges of the filling will rise, but 
the middle will remain a little loose. 
Don't worry about this — the pie will 
continue to bake after it's removed 
from the oven. Transfer the pie plate 
to a wire cooling rack and allow the 
pie to cool and set for two to three 
hours before serving.

“You want 
to make sure the cake can rise,”

like they can gobble a second piece 
of pie and still drive home safely.

Fred Armisen and Carrie Brownstein’s 
“Portlandia” both lampoons and cele- 
brates the Oregon city’s famous mix of 
high/low hipsterdom and excruciatingly 
correct lifestyles, with varying results. 

It skewers the unmistakable Port- 
land vibe with a wisp of love in its heart, 
as Armisen (slumming from “Saturday 
Night Live”) and Brownstein (a veter- 
an of the indie rock scene who knows of 
what she mocks) take on a stereotypical 
array of characters: demanding food- 
ies, impossible enviro-warriors, arrogant 
bicyclists, zealous homeowners, feminist 


booksellers and deluded artisans. 

Easy targets, all. And yet, back for a 
second season on IFC Friday at 10 p.m., 
the show seems markedly improved from 
its earlier efforts and somehow more con- 
fident in its writing and sense of nuance. 
It’s also funnier. Everyone involved with 
“Portlandia” recognizes that this isn’t a 
TV show so much as an opportunity to 
produce a series of quick videos clips on a 
recurring theme, any one of which might 
break loose and go marvelously viral 
online. “Portlandia’s” real goal is to be 
shared and linked into meme-dom. 

The sketches this time are smarter 
and less reliant on the elusive magic of 
improv, that comedic school of perfor- 
mance from which all our funnyper- 
sons now matriculate. Though, 
“Portlandia” still suffers some

of the same bad habits of improv work-

But Armisen and Brownstein more 
than make up for their flops with exu- 
berance to spare. As a pair of 3 mppie REI 
weekend warriors, they admonish beer- 
swilling inner-tubers about river rights- 
of-way. As helicopter parents of an adult 
son, they tag along as he gathers petition 
signatures to ban plastic bags, and then 
strap him into his car seat. 

By design, “Portlandia” feels like a 
giant inside joke — white people mak- 
ing fun of the most rarefied set of white- 
people problems — and though it’s all 
in fun, it’s also never far from a tren- 
chant bit of social commentary. It tar- 
gets the most virulent anti- consumers 
who in fact become impossibly material- 
istic; it abhors urban hypocrites and dil- 
ettante trendsetters. But it’s also not out 
for blood. “Portlandia” is catch-and- 
release, hunting only for silly sport.

Tariah’Feels 
A Lot Like Life 


Film Review 

If there’s anything negative about 
“Pariah,” it would be that title, 
which sends the unfortunate sig- 
nal that audiences are in for a dif- 
ficult sit. 

Instead, this invigoratingly fresh, 
optimistic film — which features 
the breathtaking debuts of director 
Dee Rees and leading lady Adepero 
Oduye — plunges the audience into 
a world that’s both tough and tender, 
vivid and grim, drenched in poetry 
and music and pain and discovery. 
In other words, “Pariah” feels a lot 
like life, at its most confusing, con- 
tradictory and exhilarating. 

Oduye plays Alike (a-lee-kay), 
a 17-year-old high school student 
living in Brooklyn’s Fort Greene 
neighborhood and trying to nav- 
igate the usual social and family 
tensions that plague most restless 
American teenagers. But Alike con- 
fronts an extra obstacle: She’s gay, 
which places her outside the norms 
of the black community, her peers

WRECKED (G, 87 minutes) Eitheryou’re 
eagerly anticipating “Chipwrecked," the 
third installment in the lucrative “Alvin 
and the Chipmunks" series, or you’ve 
opted to avoid these films like the plague. 
As usual, Alvin (voiced by Justin Long) 
remains the chipmunks’ chief instigator 
while the three embark on an ocean- 
spanning trip with their beleaguered 
agent/parent, Dave (Jason Lee). The 
mischievous critter’s latest prank gets 
hisfuzzy mates— and their adorable fe- 
male counterparts, the Chipettes— tied 


up in a parasail that carries them off the 
starboard side of a cruise ship and onto 
a tropical island. We’re introduced to Zoe 
(Jenny Slate), a FedEx pilot who tells the 
chipmunks she has been stranded on the 
island for eight or nine years. Just don’t 
ask why her clothes are clean, her hair 
is perfect and she hasn’t run out of eye 
makeup. The “Chipmunks" have a very 
loyalaudience and “Chipwrecked" serves 
up more of the derivative chaosthatfloats 
this franchise’s boat, sean o’connell 
THE ARTIST (PG-13, 100 minutes) Cap- 
ping off a year of movies dedicated to 
high-style nostalgia, “The Artist" arrives 
like the last, lightest profiterole on the 
croquembouche. “The Artist" opens in 
1927, when the dapper Errol Flynn-esque 
film star George Valentin (Jean Dujar- 
din) rules Hollywoodland as its reigning 
star, his million-dollar grin coming as 
easily as the waves of applause that 
predictably greet every one of his new 
pictures. When George crosses paths 
with an eager newcomer named Peppy 
Miller (Berenice Bejo), he’s cast in the 
role of mentor (and maybe more); but 
when talking pictures become the order 
of the day, she quickly begins an ascent 
up stardom’s ladder, while George’s for- 
tunes begin their inevitable slide, a.h. 
A DANGEROUS METHOD (R, 99 minutes) 
When the movie opens in 1904, a young 
woman named Sabina Spielrein (Keira 
Knightley) arrives at a psychiatric hos- 
pital in Zurich, contorted in paroxysms 
of full-blown hysterics. She comes under 
the care of a young psychiatrist named 
Carl Jung (Michael Fassbender), who 
follows the experimental techniques of

THE DESCENDANTS (R, 115 minutes) 
George Clooney doesn’t put a foot wrong 
except on purpose in “The Descendants," 
a pitch-perfect movie that threads a tiny 
needle between comedy and devastating 
drama. Clooney’s Matt King is the wealthy 
descendant of Hawaiian royalty, who, as 
the movie opens, is watching his wife, 
Elizabeth, lie comatose in a hospital 
bed after suffering a near-fatal boating 
accident. A distant husband and father. 
Matt must find a way to bond with his 
daughters, 10-year-old Scottie (Amara 
Miller) and 17-year-old Alex (Shailene 
Woodley). “The Descendants" is an ode to 
emotional dissonance, wherein regretand 
antic humor can coexist and even share a 
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drink; it’s a tricky tonal high-wire act that 
writer-director Alexander Payne pulls off 
with uncommon skill and aplomb, a.h. 
THE GIRL WITH THE DRAGON TAT- 
TOO (R, 158 minutes) Rooney Mara’s 
portrayal of punked-out cyber-genius 
LisbethSalander does much to advance 
the appeal of this spiky heroine, whose 
victimization at the hands of piggish 
men and her subsequent avenging fury 
have made her a feminist avatar for the 
WikiLeaks era. Handsomely filmed and 
impeccably acted, “The Girl With the 
Dragon Tattoo" is at once satisfying and 
underwhelming, a pristine, coolly atmo- 
spheric procedural thriller that comes 
to the party a tad overdressed in hype. 
The movie’s most unsettling scenes, a 
brutal rapeand an equally torturousact 
of revenge, are staged by Fincher for max- 
imum shock value. But for the most part, 
he plays down his stylistic signatures, 
allowing the performances to project 
the story’s most subtle meanings, a.h. 
HAPPY FEET TWO (PG, 100 minutes) In 
“Happy Feet Two," there’s precious little 
of what gave “Happy Feet" its incongru- 
ous, yet infectious charm: a tap-dancing 
penguin. The gotta-move protagonist of 
the first animated, Antarctica-set fea- 
ture— a misfit young emperor penguin 
named Mumble (Elijah Wood) — returns 
for the sequel. But this time he’sall grown 
up — and a lot less fun. In his place are 
a lot of other polar creatures vying for 
screen time and our attention. The big- 
gest letdown is the absence of dancing. 
Mumble, the former hoofer, is now the 
father of a penguin chick named Erik 
(Ava Acres). He spends most of his time 
putting his foot down after Erik, who 


doesn’t like to dance, runs away from 
home, and Mumble is forced to go get 
him and bring him back, scolding him the 
entire way. So much for happy feet. m.o. 
HUGO (PG, 125 minutes) “Hugo" begins 
with one of Martin Scorsese’s signature 
bravura tracking shots, this time through 
a cavernoustrain station in 1930s Paris. 
The camera is following the title charac- 
ter, a 12-year-old boy who lives secretly 
just below the station’s ceiling. When he’s 
not scrounging for food, he’s gathering 
trinkets and tools to fix a lifelike metal 
automaton that represents his last link 
to a once-happy life. For the most part, 
it’s a somber affair, its self-seriousness 
only deepening when Hugo runsafoulof 
a grumpy toy sellerandhisgoddaughter, 
Isabelle. But during “Hugo’s" final 20 min- 
utes or so, the film truly comes to life. a.h. 
MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE - GHOST 
PROTOCOL (PG-13, 133 minutes) Hand 
ittoTom Cruise: Even onthe cusp ofthe 
creaky age of 50, he still manages to do 
his own stunts, look studly in a suit and 
maintain perfect hairsweepage. “Ghost 
Protocol" possessesthe requisite number 
of expertly choreographed “How’d they 
do that?" scenes, as well as some terrific 
supporting performances from “Mission: 
Impossible" veterans and newcomers. 
Rather than strain so mightily to remind 
viewersofhisstill-rock-hardabsandblue- 
steelstare.

Muppets" is both a delightful family 
film about the Muppets and a winking, 
self-referential satire about how lame 
the Muppets are.

Waltersets 
out to reunite the Muppets for one last 
show, the proceeds from which will be 
used to save the decrepit Muppet Studios 
building from being torn down.

NEW YEAR’S EVE (PG-13, 118 minutes) 
“New Year’s Eve" exists as a particularly 
soulless example of a movie that’s less 
made than machined. A cobbled-together 
mash-up of actorly duets, this leaden ef- 
fort sagswhen itshould shimmer, labors 
clunkily when itshould glideand — most 
unforgivably — plops some otherwise 
attractive and even talented actors into 
roles that are completely outside their 
physicaland psychic comfortzone. Most 
insulting of all, the filmmakers insist on 
inserting bits of moralizing in the movie 
like so many razor blades in a candy apple. 


Clocking in atan unforgivable two hours, 
“New Year’s Eve" perpetrates the same 
forced jollity, oversize proportions and 
crass superficiality as the very holiday 
it so wanly exploits, a.h. 

SHAME (NC-17, 99 minutes) In Steve 
McQueen’s mournful portrait of an addict 
hitting rock bottom, Michael Fassbender 
plays a man seeking self-annihilation 
through the compulsive pursuit of sex. 
AssuccessfulNewYorkerBrandon,Fass- 
benderspendsa great dealoftimestaring 
moodily. Brandon may beableto make it 
anywhere, but even when he’s with anoth- 
er person, he’s alone. That changes with 
the sudden arrival of his little sister. Sissy 
(Carey Mulligan), whose hospital brace- 
let indicates that all is not entirely well 
with her either. Sissy upsets Brandon’s 
metronomically choreographed rituals, 
which, it becomes clear, emanate from 
a wound deep in their shared past. a.h. 
SHERLOCK HOLMES: A GAME OF 
SHADOWS (PG-13, 129 minutes) Victori- 
ana buffs will not beamused by this film, 
but it’s a modest improvement on bad-boy 
director Guy Ritchie’s first tweaking of 
Arthur Conan Doyle’s iconic detective. 
Not because it’s more subtle: This sequel 
is just as profligate as its 2009 predeces- 
sor, with explosions, anachronisms and 
quick cuts. But the dialogue is a little 
sharper, and Holmes gets a worthy op- 
ponent in Professor Moriarty, a diabolical 


mastermind who has begun a series of 
bombings and assassinations, hoping to 
spark a “world war." Robert Downey Jr. 
plays Holmes as brainy yet highly physi- 
cal, and keen on dressing up. Jude Law 
returns as Dr. Watson, Holmes’ famous 
sidekick. Holmes’ latest case nearly 
scrubs Watson’s wedding and ends the 
new couple’s honeymoon before it even 
begins. Holmes, the filmmakers wink, 
can’t bear to let Watson go. mark jenkins 
THE SITTER (R, 80 minutes) Spiked 
with some loopily inspired supporting 
performances and Jonah Hill’s char- 
acteristically inspired improvisational 
asides, “The Sitter" is an efficient but un- 
even programmer, whose most valuable 
contribution to the cinematic landscape 
is its blessedly brief running time. The 
reason Hill’s Noah finds himself baby- 
sitting a neighbor’s three kids is that their 
regular sitter has a urinary tract infec- 
tion. In the course of the ensuing night, 
he and Slater, Blithe and Rodrigo run 
amok through a Brooklyn bat mitzvah, 
an upscale restaurant, a street-tough 
poolhallandaretailoutlet called Neal’s 
Diamonds. The biggest kid, of course, is 
Noah himself, another man-child abroad 
in a world that can’t see the exquisite 
gifts behind the girth, a.h. 

TINKER, TAILOR, SOLDIER, SPY (R,

WE BOUGHT A ZOO (PG, 124 minutes) 
In “We Bought a Zoo," Matt Damon 
plays Benjamin Mee, a widower who’s 
been alone with his kids for six months 
when he decides to upend their lives 
and buy a broken-down zoo inSouthern 
California. Based on the real-life Mee’s 
actual memoir, “We Bought a Zoo" con- 
tains all the ingredients of a maudlin, 
treacly weeper (“Dozens of Marleys and 
Three Mees"). Happily, writer-director 
Cameron Crowe keepsthe most mawk- 
ish manipulations to a minimum in a 
movie that moves through its requisite 
stages — grief, acceptance, zany sight 
gags and healing — with smooth, en- 
tertaining efficiency. The title, by the 
way, is spoken twice by Mee’s 7-year-old 
daughter, Rosie, played by the beguil- 
ing Maggie Elizabeth Jones, whose 
scene-stealing cuteness proves to 
be one of the most likable things in a 
movie that’s all about being liked, a.h 
YOUNG ADULT (R, 94 minutes) Mavis 
Gary, played with perfect pitch by Charl- 
ize Theron, is a 37-year-old divorced 
writer facing the cancellation of her 
popular series of young adult novels. 
Lonely and depressed. Mavis shuffles 
around her apartment in sweat pants, 
swilling booze, eating fastfood, watch- 
ing bad TV and having meaningless 
sex, all the while making insensitive 
comments about other people. The 
actress wholeheartedly embraces 
Mavis’ dark — and, let’s face it, some- 
what guylike — side with gusto. It’s a 
performance that’s as hard to look away 
from as it to watch, especially when 
Mavis decides to return to the Podunk 
where she grew up in order to brazenly 
seduce Buddy (Patrick Wilson), the guy 
she dated in high school. Admittedly, 
there are some laughs here. Most come 
courtesy of Matt (Patton Oswalt), the 
overweight-geek former classmate of 
Mavis’ who improbably reconnects with 
her upon her arrival in Mercury, Minn. m.o.
